Unques- 
tionably the occupation of Odessa, Nicolaieff 
and Kherson, by the Allies, would greatly. facil- 
itate the conquest of the’ Crimea, but to take 
possession of these towns and hold theif posi- 
tions in the Crimea would require a great supe- 
riority in numbers on the part of the Allies; 


Mormonism in Ireland, 

The same mail which brought us an outline 
of the organization: intended to bring the Ro- 
man Catholic priesthood andpeople of Ireland 
more, thoroughly under the direction and _juris- 
diction of Roman~Propaganda, also convéyed 
intelligence of the labors of Brignam Youna’s 
missionariés in the island of saints.

The local papers inform us that 
three Mormon preachers, named Soorr, Fureu- 
son and MacaLtists, (all Scotch names, ) fresh 
from Salt Lake, were daily engaged in Belfast, 
“propagating their immoral doctrines,” lectur- 
ing, exhorting, and, as will be seen, converting. 
On the Sunday evening prior to the sailing of the 
stéamer, whilé yet “broad daylight,” says the 
Northern. Whig, “a baptism of three females 
took place at the ‘Timber Pond ‘near * Prince’s 
Dock, while numbers-of persons. of both ‘sexes 
were promenading. The preacher ‘whe per- 
formed the ceremony was entirely naked during 
a part of it. The ladies, a little more..modest, 
wore bathing dresses,” - 

' “The indignation ofthe people; which was 
great, was somewhat paralyzed by the astonish- 
ment consequent upon viewing such ‘a religions 
purification as the newly initiated Mormon sul- 
tanas were undergoing. The authorities, as we 
learn from one who was in Belfast ‘at the time, 
were considerably puzzled what to do on the mo- 
ment, fearfulon the oné hand, to invade the right 
of worship guaranteed to. ‘all. forms of. religion ;

One of the oddities of the target-shooters is 
that they are all called Guards, either in com- 
pliment to the great man who gives them the 
prizes to shoot for, or df the émployer or firm for 
whom they work. The name of Guardé is rather 
@ misnomer, as it is not their aim or their. pro- 
vinee to guard anything or anybody. We haye 
never been out with any Guards, and are alto- 
gether ignorant of their proceedings after théy 
leave the City, but, as. they always march back 
again towards evening, it is pretty certain that 
sobriety is one of the virtues inculcated and 
practiced by the target-shooters.
